Opposition to the proposed modification of the city 
administration ordinance was expressed bust week by Police 
Chief Gordon McMillan at a meeting of the City Council. 

The ordinance, if amended, would give the city admin¬ 
istrator authority to recommend to the City Council >li<' 
appointment and discharge 
of members of the Police De¬ 
partment and tile fire chief. 

At present only the Police 
Chief recommends police ap¬ 
pointments, and the fire chief 
is picked by members of the 
Volunteer Fire Department. 

CHIEF McMILLAN outlined 
his opposition in the follow¬ 
ing steps: 

1. Sierra Madre is a gen¬ 
eral law city and as such the 
police chief has authority to 
hire and fire members of his 
department, with concurrence 
of the City Council. 

2. Under the new proposal, 
policemen might feel free to 
go over the police chief’s 
head to the city administra¬ 
tor, thus causing dissension 
within the department. 

"I'm pioud of the record 
of this Police Department 
in the 29 years I've been 
chief," said McMillan. "My 
tenure of office os head of 
the depoortment is exceeded 
by only four other chiefs 
in California." 

To improve the Police De¬ 
partment, McMillan suggest¬ 
ed better quarters, an im¬ 
proved retirement system 
and a higher wage scale. 

FIRE CHIEF .Charles Brown 
also opposed the suggested 
amendment, pointing out that 
volunteer firemen want the 
privilege of selecting their 
own chief. 

"As long as we stick to 
our by-laws," said Chief 
Brown, "we get along fine. 

I wouldn't want to see 
them changed.

“Visit to Small Planet” Opening Night Hit 


By Edward Voorhees 

With a winkin’, blinkin’ 
Flying Saucer grounded and 
captive in the front patio, 
and Gilmore Brown, veteran 
president and producing di¬ 
rector, and erect and smiling 
host in the foyer greeting his 
many friends, the Pasadena 
Playhouse got off to a literal¬ 
ly flying start on its 42nd 
year, Thursday evening, with 
Gore Vidal’s ‘‘Visit to a Small 
Planet.” 

Reginald Gardiner, fresh 
from the same role at La 
Jolla’s summer theatre, plays 
the part of Kreton, whose 
amused and joyous nonchal¬ 
ance in ideas and conduct in 
using his startling powers 
comes near to wrecking this 
.small planetof ours before 
our own earthly ‘‘brinkman¬ 
ship” can get around to it. 

THE "UNIDENTIFIED fly 

ing object” (not the one in 
the patio!) is spotted in Vir¬ 
ginia, high above the coun¬ 
try hou.se of Roger Speldng, 
news analyst, who broad¬ 
casts on TV from his living 
room—which is the stage .set. 

Minutes later, with weird 
and terrifying electronic 
.sound.s, the ‘‘u.f.o.” de.scends 
and lands, ju.st out of audi¬ 
ence view, in the Spelding 
ro.se garden, in full view of 
the family of three, includ¬ 
ing teen-age daughter Ellen, 
and their two guests, Conrad 
the boy friend of Ellen, and 
Gen. Tom Powers of the Pen¬ 


tagon, brilliantly played by 
Hal ITiompson. 

In walks Kreton, sole pas¬ 
senger of the strange vehicle, 
which is ‘‘automatic.” He is 
smiling, debonair, and dress¬ 
ed in a Southern U.S.A., 
gentleman’s elegant costume 
of 1861. Cautiously question¬ 
ed, he replies that he had 
planned his arrival to coin¬ 
cide with the Civii War, but 
evidently had erred by a 
slip in calculating distance 
versus time; that he comes 
from another "dimension” 
rather than from another 
planet; reads any person’s 
thoughts (also, later, those of 
Rosemary the cat) and can 
make them audible at will— 
which he demonstrates; and 
by a wave of his hand can 
put around himself a protec- 
t i v e electronic barrier — 
which ho also demonstrated, 
when General Pow'ers tried to 
nab him as a spy. 

THE SATIRE of the play is 
pin-pointed by the amused, 
sophisticated comments of 
Kreton (with the inimitable 
nuances of Gardiner’s man¬ 
ner) of the schemes of Gen¬ 
eral Powers for promotion 
over his rival at the Penta¬ 
gon, and his hope to be given 
the concession for the vast 
laundry bu.sine.ss he had so 
enjoyed—and profited by—^ 
during the previous war. 

Kreton also observes with 
tolerant curiosity and amuse¬ 
ment crude sensuality of 


Conrad in rut (no other word 
is adequate!) with ‘teen-age 
Ellen, whose only restraint 
is her fear of discovery of 
their visits to motels. 

Yet, by a curious twist of 
poetic justice, it is Ellen who 
finally thwarts Kreton’s 
greatest "joke,” which wmuld 
have finished off this small 
planet. Incidentally, he finds 
that Earth’s most enthusias¬ 
tic and cementing activitiy is 
war. 

"WAR," HE concluded, "is 
the principal art form of your 
race.” 

Yet, as the end of his mis¬ 
chievous sojourn here ap¬ 
proaches, he regrets to leave 
“this violent loving imper¬ 
fect planet,” to return to the 
boring perfection of his na¬ 
tive "dimension,” where any 
surprise is impossible. 

The first night audience 
which filled the well cooled 
theatre on the season’s hot¬ 
test evening, liked the play, 
vociferously.

received any water at all, we 
would incur an increased tax 
rate of approximately 41 
cents Any water purchased 
would cost $25 per acre foot 
and would probably need to 
come from an increase in 
water rates. Our present pro¬ 
duction cost which covers 
pumping the water out of the 
ground and into the first res¬ 
ervoir is $8.19 per acre foot, 
which is less than one-third 
of the cost of Metropolitan 
Water District water deliv¬ 
ered to the .same place. 

BEFORE SUMMARIZING it 

is necessary to explain brief¬ 
ly a Municipal Water Dis¬ 
trict. 

A Municipal Water District 
is formed by these steps; 

1. One hundred persons 
withiii an area decide that 
the area should form a mu¬ 
nicipal water district, they 
draw the boundaries of the 
district. Including whatever 
area they decide on, and 
then file a declaration of in¬ 
tention with the Board of 
Supervisors for the formation 
of a district. 

2. These 100 people then 
have 90 days to obtain the 
signatures of registered vot¬ 
ers living in the district on 
a petition caliing for an elec¬ 
tion. They need to obtain 
signatures within each city 
equal to only 10 per cent of 
the number of persons who 
voted for governor in the last 
election. It is estimated this 
would be less than 300 per- 
.sons for Sierra Madre. 

3. The Board of Supervisors 
then divides the proposed 
district into five areas and 
calls an election for both the 
formation of the district and 
the election of a director 
from each of the five areas. 
The election date shall be 
set for not less than 90 nor 
more than 120 days from date 
of approval of the petition 
by the Board of Supervisors. 

4. The election is decided 
on a majority vote of the 
whole district. Any city may 
vote against the formation 
but be overruled if the ma¬ 
jority of the entire district 
votes favorably. 

5. After formation the di¬ 
rectors of the Municipal Wa¬ 
ter District have certain pow¬ 
ers amongst which is the

initiation of action to join 
the Metropolitan Water Dis- 
• trict. The final action is tak¬ 
en by a vote of the electo¬ 
rate, but again is determined 
by the majority of the entire 
district and not in any city. 

TO REVIEW; 

1. Most of the Los Angeles 
County area is a part of the 
Metropolitan Water District. 
The district has water, sells 
it at cost, and while this cost 
is high, if water is needed, 
the cost must be met. 

2. The Upper San Gabriel 
Valley is not now a member 
but is in the process of form¬ 
ing a municipal water dis¬ 
trict which is the first .step 
to joining the Metropolitan 
Water District. 

3. Certain cities in the Val¬ 
ley (Alhambra. Azusa. Mon¬ 
terey Park and Sierra Madre) 
do not fool they need Metro¬ 
politan Water District water 
at this time, and therefore 
are exploring methods of 
staying out of the proposed 
Municipal Water District. At 
the same time, these cities 
do not want to hinder the 
other cities or areas, which 
obviously need water imme¬ 
diately, in their efforts to 
join the Metropolitan Water 
District. If included iii the 
larger district the only meth¬ 
od of staying out of Metro¬ 
politan Water Di.strict would 
be to defeat the matter at 
the election and this would 
hinder the cities in need. 

4. Sierra Madre is not re¬ 
jecting the idea that in the 
future they may need Met¬ 
ropolitan Water District wa¬ 
ter, but feels it should make 
its own decision as to time. 

5. Sierra Madre, after stud- • 
ying the problem, does not 
feel it can stay out of all 
Municipal Water Districts, 
because of the ease of in¬ 
cluding Sierra Madre even 
against its desire. 

S. Sierra Madre feels it is 
better to join a small Munic¬ 
ipal Water District where it 
would have a greater meas¬ 
ure of home rule than to join 
the large district.

The fish are working an 
area some 40 miles north¬ 
west of Morro Bay in deep 
water, about 18 miles off¬ 
shore. 

A former San Diego alba¬ 
core special, the Sundown, is 
operating on a daily (3 a.m.) 
basis from Sportsmen’s 
Landing. Another boat, the 
Mermaid, formerly of Pier- 
point, is also slated for ac¬ 
tion. 

The fish are running big, 
to 40 pounds. Obviously, it's 
impossible and sheer reck¬ 
lessness to predict the 
length of an albacore run.
